BUILDING ROAD CULVERTS. 


Three Fundamental Requirements Nec­ 
essary In Construction. 


A recent bulletin of the American 
Highway association contains some In­ 
structions on culvert building which 
are of value to the maker of roads. 


Iii building a eu I vert the mail builder 
must observe three fundamental re­ 
quirements: 
First. Tho culvert must be so placed 
that it wilt drain across the road and 
tinder the mad, of course, all the wa­ 
ter that. is delivered to it by the side 
ditch along the road. 
if this is not 
done the earth along tho road and 
about tile end of the culvert will la* 
wet and soggy during the greater part 
of the year. aud the culvert opening 
will require almost constant repairs. 
Repairing a highway culvert in (lie 
country is relatively more expensive 
than similar work in a town I avn use 
of the waste of time of tho workmen 
iii going to aud from tile |*diit at 
which the work must be done. 
In 
placing the culvert care must also be 
taken that it will iud lie choked by 
brush and leaves. 
This duty must be 
discharged by the road supervisor if 
lie is efficient. 
Second. -A very Important require­ 
ment iii the building of a culvert is 
that its ends must lie protected by 
some kind of wall or facing curried 
down to a ti nil foundation, 
lf this is 
done it will be found that the end of 
the culvert will not be undercut by 
the water aud 
will not la* broken. 
frost will not Injure It. the surround 
ng or superincumbent earth will not 
slide down into the ditch in front of 
tin* opening, aud, 
with tile further 
necessary work of keeping the feed­ 
ing ditches clear, tin* culvert will la* 
aide to take care of all the water 
alongside tile road. 
Third. Tile culvert must la* made so 
strong (hut it will not break aud so 
light that it 
will not leak. 
These 
alms eau be attained by building the 
culvert of masonry, of concrete or of 
good piping. 
The material to la* used 
must be determined by the relative 
cost of tin* several materials at tin* 
locality where tin* culvert is to lie 
built and by the distance from the 
top of the culvert to tin* surface of tin* 
road. 
lf the culverts are not built of 
good material they will have to be 
rebuilt In a few years. 
Defective cul­ 
verts vitiate one of the elementary 
principles of highway economics, and 
the interests of the taxpayers require 
that the annual cost of every part of 
tile mads built for their use is* re­ 
duced to tile lowest possible figure 
consistent with efficiency.

the common housefly, which seemingly 
has nothing else to do but to crawl 
lazily over w hatever is left uncovered 
and then go happily on its way, doing 
its best to bring a trout nn affiliation 
between the clean and the utc lean, oc­ 
casionally meets its Nemesis in the 
form of a tiny crablike creature which 
attaches itself to the fly’s legs. 
These little creatures are known to 
the scientists us pseudo scorpions, or 
chelifer*, says 
tile Popular Science 
Monthly. 
They 
may 
sometimes 
be 
found between the leaves of old books 
that have stood unused for a long 
time* and also beneath the bark of trees 
and In mosses. 
Although they are called false scor­ 
pions, they resemble the true scorpion 
closely In general structure except for 
their minute size. 
Bu t they have no 
poison gland as the true scorpions 
have. They attach themselves to other 
in se c ts also, but they seem to Is* the 
special pest of the houseflies.

tists suppose that they seize the fly’s 
leg and hold on until the fly dies, either 
worried or frightened to death by the 
undesirable presence.

Also the sediment 
duo to the evaporation of the oil would 
soon dog nj* the cooling passages, as 
oil does not e v a lu a te in tin* same man­ 
ner ns w ater. The oil also would have 
ti tendency to rot the rubber hose con­ 
nections, and It would be very difficult 
to keep them from leaking. Also, the 
gases given off, duo to heating of the 
oil, would l*e explosive and hence dan­ 
gerous.
